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PRL'FACE 

As  a  part  of  the  Historical  Records  Survey,  a  Federal  VJPA  project, 
an  inventory  of  Church  Archives  and  kindred  documents  is  being  irade  under 
the  direction  of  the  National  Director,  Dr.  Luther  H.  Evans.   An  inventory, 
such  as  this,  will  be  prepared  and  published  for  each  county  in  Oklahoma, 
providing  a  valuable  guide  and  serving  as  an  index  to  source  material  for 
historians,  research  workers,  and  others. 

It  is  hoped  that  with  the  presentation  of  these  studies,  more  serious 
attention  will  be  given  to  church  records,  and  that  progress  will  be  made 
in  the  matter  of  securing  more  adequate  systems  of  record  keeping,  and  more 
attention  will  be  given  to  the  preservation  of  church  records.   One  minister, 
who  is  president  of  the  Ministerial  Alliance  of  his  city,  suggested  that  a 
central  fireproof  vault  be  constructed  as  a  part  of  one  of  the  larger  churches 
of  the  state,  and  divided  into  sections,  each  church  having  a  section  for 
its  records.   Some  denominations  already  are  following  some  such  plan,  but 
it  is  a  timely  suggestion  that  every  denomination  should  consider. 

The  local  field  staff  of  the  Historical  Records  Survey,  assisted  by 
the  pastors  and  others,  furnished  the  information  on  forms  prepared  by  the 
National  Director.   The  information  requested  included:  name  and  location 
of  church,  name  of  denomination,  date  organized,  date  of  any  lepse,  previous 
buildings,  date  of  dedication  of  present  building,  rebuilding;  special 
features  including  architecture,  bells,  inscriptions;  first  settled  clergy- 
man, his  tenure  end  educational  background;  present  pastor  and  address; 
dates  and  number  of  volumes  of  minute  books,  register  books,  and  financial 
records  of  the  church  and  its  auxiliary  organizations;  unpublished  historical 
sketches,  published  histories  or  historical  sketches,  and  other  miscellaneous 
material  such  as  origi::,  previous  name,  and  brief  history  of  the  church. 
Because  of  missing  records  some  of  the  information  was  not  available.   This 
will  account  for  the  lack  of  details  in  some  instances. 

Other  historical  data,  together  with  a  complete  guide  to  the  churches 
of  all  denominations  in  Oklahoma,  will  perhaps  be  published  later.  Requests 
for  information  concerning  particular  units  of  the  inventory  should  be 
addressed  to  Robert  H.  Slover,  State  Director,  the  Historical  Records  Survey, 
Historical  Building,  Oklahoma  City,  Oklahoma.

Organized  in  1902  as  the  Baptist  Church  of  Christ.   In  1920  a  storm 
blew  the  church  down  and  the  congregation  did  not  reorganize  church  until 
1927  as  the  Missionary  Baptist  Church.   Now  use  the  schoolhouse  and  at  the 
present  time  are  building  a  new  church  which  will  be  dedicated  as  soon  as 
it  is  finished.   It  will  be  a  plain  frame  building.   First  settled  clergy- 
man, Rev.  A.  C.  McCoy  (1902-12).

First  worshipped  in  a  church  on  Market  Square,  next 
in  a  church  on  South  Third,  next  in  a  church  on  West  Evergreen,  and  then 
in  a  church  at  218  N,  Third  Street  which  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1923. 
The  church  was  rebuilt  in  1924  and  is  of  Greacian  architecture.   Dedicated 
in  1930.  First  settled  clergyman,  Rev.  J,  M,  Carter  (1392-96).  Presei.t 
pastor,  Rev.  R.  T.  Blackburn.   This  church  had  its  beginning  in  a  com- 
munity building  where  a  Rev.  Davis  was  a  circuit  rider.

The  old  building  was  razed  and  a  new  building  was  started  which  was  com- 
pleted in  April  and  dedicated  May  1933.   The  new  building  is  of  brick  and 
is  English  country  style.  First  settled  clergyman,  Rev.  R.  P.  Walker 
(1903-5).   This  church  is  an  off-spring  of  the  Old  Bennington  Church  (see 
entry  87)  which  is  called  the  "Mother  Church"  since  many  of  the  churches 
nearby  were  off-springs  of  this  church.  Rev.  W.  J.  B.  Lloyd,  veteran 
missionary  to  the  Indians  since  1870,  organized  the  New  Bennington  Church 
with  16  charter  members.

(Choctaw)  the  name  Cheshoktak  when  translated  means  Post  Oak  Prairie, 
Present  building  was  formerly  a  boarding  school.

During  the  latter  part 
of  1906  a  new  church  was  erected.  Dedicated  in  1909.  This  church  is 
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T-shaped  and  has  a  spire.  This  church  was  a  part  of  the  Indian  Territory 
Presbytery.  First  settled  clergyman,  Rev.  J.  J.  Read  (1893-99);  received 
clergy  preparation  in  college.

First  settled  clergy- 
man, Rev.  J.  H.  Dickerson  (1911-13) .

The  Cumberland  Presbyterian 
Church  later  became  a  Presbyterian  Church  U.S.A.  and  later,  about  1919 
united  with  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  U.S.   In  1914  the  church  was 
rebuilt;  Gothic  style,  having  a  cornerstone  with  names  of  building  com- 
mittee; table  in  main  auditorium  giving  names  of  charter  members  and  those 
connected  with  the  church  who  served  in  the  world  war.   In  1916  a  Moller 
Pipe  Organ  was  installed  at  a  cost  of  $2500.00.   On  May  20,  1917  the  church 
was  dedicated.  First  settled  clergyman,  Rev*  Will  Dickey  (1910-13); 
presbyterian  college  and  seminary  education.

In  1917  a  brick  church  was  erected  by  the  Baptists  (see 
entry  38),  Christians  (see  entry  65),  and  the  Presbyterians.  In  1917  the 
church  was  dedicated  by  the  presbyter ians.  First  settled  clergyman,  Rev. 
J.  J.  Reed  (1890-1900);  educated  for  ministry  at  Sherman,  Texas. 

Minute  record  books,  1933—,  1  vol.  Register  book  (includes  baptisms, 
membership  record,  deaths),  1933—,  1  vol.  Records  prior  to  1933  destroyed 
by  fire.  Financial  records  kept  but  the  treasurer  moved  away  and  records 
could  not  be  found.  Union  Sunday  school,  1936—,  4  vols.  Records  in  poor 
condition;  located  at  the  church.

97.  ST.  JOHN'S  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH,  1914—.   6th  &  Beech,  Durant,  Oklahoma. 

Organized  1914.  First  place  of  worship  was  a  one  room  frame  build- 
ing. The  congregation  later  built  a  brick  building;  english  country  style; 
dedicated  in  1929.  First  settled  clergyman,  Rev.  John  Grainer  (1914-18). 

Register  books  (include  baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages,  member- 
ship record,  deaths),  1915—,  2  vols.  No  other  records  kept.  Records  in 
good  condition;  located  at  the  church. 

XII.   UNION  CHURCH 

98.  FROST  CHAPEL,  1934—.   3  mi.  northwest  of  Durant,  Oklahoma, 

Organized  and  dedicated  in  1934.  Bungalow  style.  First  settled 
clergyman,  Rev.  S.  Wells  (1934-36. 

Minute  record  book  (includes  baptisms,  membership  record),  1934 — , 
1  vol.  Financial  records  kept  but  not  complete.  Sunday  school  union 
(four  classes) .  Records  in  good  condition;  kept  by  pastor. 
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
